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i    To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California: 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  present  a  report  of  their 
management  of  the  grounds  under  their  charge  for  the  year  end- 
I    ing  November  30,  1880: 

On  account  of  the  change  by  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the 
meetings  of  the  Legislature,  the  Park  Commissioners  have 
thought  proper  to  make  this  report  so  as  to  enable  their  suc- 
cessors to  hereafter  conform  to  Section  6  of  an  Act  to  provide 
for  the  improvement  of  Public  Parks  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  approved  April  4th,  1870. 

The  following  exhibits  show  coiTCctly  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  twelve  months  above  mentioned :

The  improvements  for  the  year  consist  of  the  construction  of 
a  drive  beginning  at  the  "Main  Drive  "  and  ending  near  the  Con- 
servatory, being  725  feet  in  length,  30  feet  in  width,  and  ending  in 
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a  concourse  100  feet  in  diameter,  at  a  cost  of  $424.40.  The  con- 
struction of  a  drive  from  Park  Avenue  to  the  top  of  Buena  Vista 
Park,  a  distance  of  1000  feet,  and  22  feet  in  width,  and  ending 
in  a  concourse  about  50  feet  in  diameter,  from  which  a  beautiful 
panoramic  view  may  be  had  in  clear  weather;  this  improvement 
was  paid  for  out  of  the  "  Bush  Fund/'  There  were  also  con- 
structed 3025  feet  of  walks  10  feet  in  width,  and  5245  feet  were 
re-macadamized  at  a  cost  of  $1304.30.  There  were  about  13,800 
feet  of  drives  re-macadamized,  varying  in  width  from  30  to  90 
feet,  at  a  cost  of  $3866.20. 

The  repairs  needed  on  Point  Lobos  Avenue,  to  keep  it  in  the 
proper  condition,  have  cost  for  the  year  $747.25. 

The  erection  of  two  earth  closets  on  Golden  Gate  Park 
has  cost  $654.93,  and  the  construction  of  sheds  $762.07- 
The  erection  of  100  Park  settees,  $893.07.  Terrace  steps 
and  railing  at  the  concourse  near  the  Conservatory,  were 
built  at  a  cost  of  $354 . 50.  The  improvements  in  the  Conserva- 
tory have  been  a  railing  around  the  Lily  Pond,  and  steps  and 
flooring,  which  were  so  urgently  necessary  as  to  forbid  their 
further  delay.  Thus  far  the  Conservatory  is  the  great  attraction 
of  the  Park,  For  cost  of  Conservatory  improvements  see  de- 
tailed statement. 

The  total  length  of  drives  constructed  to  date  is  about  50,407 
feet,  and  of  walks  about  13,025  feet. 

The  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine 
($13,389)  dollars  was  deposited  in  the  Nevada  Bank  to  the  credit 
of  the  Park  Commissioners  by  Mr.  David  Bush  of  this  city,  being- 
contributions  by  many  citizens  to  what  was  called  "The  Bush 
Labor  Fund,"  for  the  purpose  of  affording  employment  to  per- 
sons in  needy  circumstances.  This  fund  was  utilized  to  the 
best  advantage,  and  with  its  aid  several  important  and  requisite 
improvements  were  made,  among  the  most  prominent  of  which 
are  the  drive,  or  carriage  approach  to  the  Conservatory;  the 
leveling  of  the  hillocks  in  front  of  the  Conservatory,  thus  pre- 
paring the  ground  for  a  lawn,  and  also  affording  a  fine  view  of 
the  structure  from  the  main  drive;  and  the  drive  up  to  the  sum- 
mit of  Buena  Vista  Park,  from  which  point  an  admirable  vie\^  of 
the  ocean,  bay  and  surrounding  country  can  be  had.
